From Illinois Revised Statutes 
1041. 

JUDGES RETIREMENT 
AN ACT in relation to the re- 
tirement and ^lensioninK of judges 
of courts of record in Illinois. 

Chapter 440, Section 1. Be it en- 
acted by the people of the State of 
Illinois, represented in the General 
Assembly: That any judge of a 
court of record in the State of Illi- 
nois, whether of the Supreme, Cir- 
cuit, Superior, Probate, County. 
City or Municipal Court, who has 
.served as a judge in any one or 
more of said courts for a period or 
periods .aggregating twenty-four 
(24) years, .shall, when he reaches 
the age of sixty-five (65) years, and 
shall by resignation or otherwise 
have ended «ucli service, shall, after 
such service of twenty-four (24) 
years, and after reaching the aj^e of 
si.xty-five (6.5) years, be entitled to 
and shall receive annually n pen- 
sion during the remainder of his 
life for a sum cqunl in amount lo 
one-half (■/.) the .sum annually re- 
ceivcd as compensation for Jils ju- 
Jiclal service during the last year 
thereof.

The county judge is the judge of the 
cuunty court. The county cr.urt deals 
with Incal administrative problems, 
and it lias e.xclusive jurisdiction in 
ciises rnvolving the care of liie insane, 
insolvent debtors' proceeding-, and 
;is.-,ignment> for tlie Iieiieiit of cred- 
itors It als(t has jurisiliciinn in dis- 
i«uted elections and the .ssse-snicut 
;ind collf ctioii of ta.xe?. It has cuii- 
curreni jurisdictio.i Avith ttie circuit 
court in nitpeals from justices oi the 
peace, in drainage niaticrs, mul emi- 
nent d.iniain crises, 

liecau>e of the unui-ual c; use in 
tile c(jii>titution conferring upon the 
ci.iimy court, "huch other juri-dictioii 
as may be provided for by general 
law," the county court has a wider 
aufj more varied juri-diction tluni any 
other of our court.- of record.

They are open coniiuuou-ly. except 
that they may adjourn from time to 
time Jt their discretion. 

Hecause of l!ie varied jurixliciton 
i>f the county court, which alTects tiie 
people in M) many diflerent aspect- the 
judge of t!i;ii court is one of the mo>t 
importanl officers to he selected hy the 
electorate.

We've got to fifiht more than the Axis today. We 
must even fight a [lart of ourselves — the i>art that be- 
lieves rumors, for example, and passes them on to oth- 
ers. For unfounded stories can sometimes be as des- 
tructive as fifth columns. 

Recently we've heard a lot about shortages. Alumi- 
num, rubber, sugar— the list is growing, and some of 
us see shortages all around us. Like the traditional old 
maid, we even look under the bed at night to set* what 
ISN'T there. We must remember that we still have 
more than enough of many products. And we must stop 
believing and spreading rumors about imagined scarci- 
ties. Here's a case in point. 

A short time ago many women began to believe that 
American soap companies wouldn't be able to supply us 
with enough soap. Some who live in rural areas began 
hunting up the old iron soap buckets their mothers had 
used years ago. They started to make their own soap. 
In doing so they began to hamper America's war effort, 
and the War Production Board is now asking them to 
stop, because valuable glycerine is lost when soap is 

made at home. 

Glycerine, it seems, is a by-product of commercial 
soap manufacturing and today it is badly needed to 
make explosives. Like other industries doing war work, 
the soap companies are stepping up their production. 



They're working no hard to make glycerine that the 
tables are turned and soap is almost a by-product of 
their efforts now. The cart's before the horse this 
time, and it's even helping to puUI 

Winning the war is going to be a huge job, and we 
must all do our part. As this story shows, we can 
sometimes do that in simple ways— just by not making 
soap, for example, and by saying "no soap" to rumors.

I But today, "close and conflden- 
' tial" relations with Great Britain, 
; China and Russia already have been 
eslabllshed and in many other ways 
lime has been saved which should 
be of the utmost importance. 

Already, discussion is heard of 
formation of a supreme war council 
involving statesmen and other rep- 
resentatives from the United States, 
! Britain, Russia and China. In the 
last war, the Allies council had no 
American representative until Do- 
comber 28, 1017. or nearly nine 
months after the United States had 
entered the war. 

American observers already have 
boon to practically all the war fronts 
and otiiers have witnessed air raid 
defenses of the democratic powers. 
Supply lines for American goods 
have been developed lo nil centers 
of hostilities, in contraal In the hit- 
or-miss technique of llie last war 
when llio problem was complicated 
by pnvale nnancin;! and shipping. 
j Alany roliuics nefincd. 

■ The early days of World war I 
found the United States stru^^gling 

: with problems of alien property, 
alien funds, diplomatic property and 
accounts, shippin;*, allocation of 
food and supplies and scores of other 
questions which jammed the ma- 
ciiinery of government. 

I Now the policies on most of those 
questions already are defined and 

I many of Ihcm are in operation. 
Communications have improved 

I greatly since IU17 and the great

This is the first one for 1042 and 
brings before us a number of scrip- 
tures not often used, in order to 
suggest the drinker's reasons for 
drinking. Otlier matters appear, but 
wo shall limit ourselves to present- 
ing these reasons, together with Iho 
Christian answer to each one. 

Why do men drink? 

I. To Be Sociable (Gen. 43:34). 

At the banquet prepared by Jos- 
-cph the allowance for Benjamin was 
greatly increased, and they "drank 
and were merry." Mow often that 
has been the plea which has led 
into drinking and into drunkenness. 
The "social glass" has often led to 
the drunkard's grave. 

Well, surely God wants us to be 
sociable. Yes, lie does, and the 
perfect provision for man's social 
nature is found in Christian fellow- 
ship. 

II. To Be Happy (Ps. 104:14, 15). 

Wine is supposed lo bring happi- 
ness, and we may admit that it 
does bring a temporary lift which 
some call happiness. But who is 
satisfied with Iiappiness? It depends 
entirely on what "happens." If the 
wrong thing happons we are un- 
happy. We need a deep abiding joy. 
and only a rij'.ht rt'lntionship lo Go'J 
can give tliat. 

III. To Kvadc Uespnnsihilily 
(Piov. 31:4, 5). 

When life's burdens become loo 
much for him the weakling sofl:s 
relief and evades his responsibili- 
ties in the deadening power of alco- 
hol. But that (ioe.sn'l solve the prob- 
lem. It is stilt there when sobriety 
returns, and usually more serious 
than over. What can m man do? The 
answer is, Uirn to God. Ho gives 
wisdom, grace and strength. 

IV. Ti> Forgel Sorrow (Prov, 31: 
6). 

"Drown your sorrov.-s" is the de- 
ceptive promise of liquor; but they 
stand right there beside man, and 
when his poor befuddled head be- 
gins to clear tliey present them- 
selves more persistently than ever. 
What's the answer? The God of all 
comfort is ready to bear man's sor- 
rows or to give him grace to bear 
them and lo lead him out into a 
place of peace and victory. 

V. To Forge: Poverty (Prov. 31: 
7). 

Heavy is the aflliclion of poverty 
in a world of plenty. Sometimes it 
is the result of carelessness or of 
sin, but often it is the lot of those 
who are innocently caught in its 
grip. Men have tried to forget, lo 
"drown" even this problem in drink, 
and have only niade their poverty 
worse and more unbearable. 

VI. To Kind Satisfaetion (Eccl. 
2: 1-3, 10, m.

Ecelesinsles gives 
a man "under tlio 
apart from God's 
guidance and blessing, seeking to 
satisfy the cravings of his heart in 
many v.'ays. All of tiicni prove vain, 
including the elfurt to find it in wine 
and in pleasure. 

Frustrated soids often seek re- 
lease through intoxicants. They gain 
a measure of UlJorty and a sense 
of masterful power, but it is all as 
delusive as the dreams of grandeur 
of the insane. Il is even worse, for 
it is a false condition, deliberately 
created and soon lo.st, togetlier with 
lost character and decency of life. 
The morning afK-r brings only the 
deepened despair of greater dissat- 
isfaction. 

VII. To Stimulate Mupc (Isa. 5G: 
12). 

A certain fearful locking forward 
to tlie time of judgment lends to 
dampen the drinker's entliu.siasm. 
So lie drinks more to reawaken in 
his heart the "hope" that tomorrow I 
will not bring rcel:niijng. but will 
be aniithiT "L'/md" day. The world 
has no real hope*, in fad, the word 
itself has Ii.sl il.s true meaning and 
indicates oi^y a sort of wishful 
lliinking. 

Oh, yes, and the Christian has it, 
hope that is a confident expecta- 
tion of the fuinilment of God's every 
promise. That kind of hope takes 
care of tomorrow— and all the to- 
morrows. 

VIII. To Encourage Play (I Cor. 
10:6,7). 

Paul warns against the folly of 
the "cat, drink, and he merry" phi- 
losophy. That road ends in disaster. 

Does not God want us to play? 
Indeed He does. He gave us the 
instinct for recreation. We need 
pleasant relaxation, and He has pro- 
vided for us all the beauties of na- 
ture, all the pleasures of wlmlesunie 
play, and all in the finest of fellow- 
ship with His people and with Him- 
self. Thus we find real recreation— 
not just fun that leaves us eniptv 
and dissatisfied.

GROWER'S SKILL OFTEN SETS 

PRICES PAID FOR BROILERS 




\Vhat price broilers? Instead of read- 
ing market nuotatlons, the broiler pro- 
ducer would do well to look to himself 
for the answer to that all-Important 
question. For the man who raises 
broilers can do n let to dictate his own 
price, II he just makes up his mind to 
do so. nccordhij; to J. H. Burrcll, Purina 
Mills' Broiler Specialist. 

"Poultry meat that goes to market is 
usually gratlcU fancy, average, or poor' 
grade, accnrdbig to qualltv," tay.-: Bur- 
rcll by way of exphuiailon. "Every 
producer knov/s that the price he gets 
Is determined largely by the class into 
which his broiieri go. 

"Fancy grade broilers are recognized 
by their fine finish, meaty thighs, full 
breasts, more edib'e meat, and natural- 
ly bring a bettor price and more profit 
per i}ound. Tlie average or poor gr.-.dcs 
are just ns ea.sily V-ipottcd' by poor fin- 
ish, thin breasts, less edible meat, and 
tough and siringy bodies. In such birds 
there Is little or no margin of profit 
for the producer. 

Favorable Balance 
"From these comparisons, the broiler 
raiser will understand what I mean 
when I say that the price his broilers 
bring depends so much upon him, since 
lie is responsible for the condition of 
his birds when they go to the market," 



Burrcll says. "If he adopts and holds 
unswervingly to tlie policy of growing 
broilers that have the fancy grade fin- 
ish and bring the top price v/hen they 
go. that producer Is sure to have the 
balance of profit In his favor. In the 
long run. 

"To achieve such tc.iults. a i.ian 
must obviously dcvolop and maintain 
absolute control over evco* factor that 
enters into broiler production. He 
must have (jood stcck to begin with, 
and give them good care in comlort- 
able. clean surroundincs," say.-j Bur- 
roll. "Most Importnnt of all is tlic ftcd 
he uses in his broiler operations. 

"Good feed Is absolutely cssenMal in 
the development of line quality poul- 
try meats. Such feed must be boii-iht 
on the basis of tlio quality of broilers 
It produces and the cost of producing 
them. To be sure, the price per bac on 
such feed runs hlglier than averaj^e. 
Sometimes It makes a man back away 
and say, 'too hljih.' He Is tempted to 
turn to something 'Just as good but 
cheaper.' 

What's in (lie Bag? v 

"Tlie best ndvlco I can give a broiler 
man Is, "Don't buy broiler feed by the 
price that's on the tag. Instead buy 
according to the amount and quality 
of broiler meat that you know, by repu- 
tation, Is In the bagl'"

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Camera to Record 

i Errors of Pilot 

] 

Gadget Developed for Use 
By Army Air Corps, 

DAYTON, OHIO. — An all-seoing 
camera, attached to the sights of the 
machine guns of a fighting plane to 
record tlic progress of aerial "dog- 
fights" has been developed by the 
army air corps. 

The new apparatus, called a gun- 
sight aiming point camera, recently 
underwent successful testa at the 
Air Corps experimental laboratory, 
Wright Field. 

Fixed behind the gun sights, it will 
record action high above the clouds 
when one pursuit plane jockeys into 
position "on the tail" of another and 
sends an imaginay burst of bullets 
into the quarry. 

The use of gun cameras dates back 
to the first World war, but the ones 
now in use, like the latest aerial 
cannon, are far superior to the first 
equipment. Earlier gun cameras, 
mounted on machine gun rests, 
necessitated removal of part of a 
piano's armament. 

Today the camera may be carried 
into actual combat and works simul- 
taneously with the guns to provide 
a vivid record of the fray. 

A recently developed "overrun" 
device keeps the camera running 
after the pilot takes his finger off the 
trigger switch of his guns. He will 
bo able to follow an enemy plane 
down to its crash when it goes out 
of control and the camera lens will 
record the sequence. 

Army ofllcials e.xpect this device to 
help in verifying the destruction of 
enemy airships. 

Tlie new GSAP camera is elec- 
trically driven, equipped with a 50- 
foot film magazine, using standard 
black and white IG mm. motion pic- j 
ture film. The pilot can vary the 
spcu-d with a reset knob and com- 
pensate for atmospheric conditions 
•wlih aperture controls for bright, 
bazy and dull weather.

As Lake Water Dwindles 

NORTHAiMPTON. N. Y.-Buricd 
for years in man-made Sacandaga 
lake, some of northern New York's 
Eighteenth century historic land- 
marks arc coming to view again as 
tlie water level continues to fall. 

A rainfall deficiency, coupled with 
additional need for Sacandaga's wa- 
ters by defense industries south- 
ward on the Hudson river, has 
brought the reservoir to its lowest 
level since the Sacandaga river was 
impounded in lU.'iO. 

The falling waters already have 
brought to light again the founda- 
dations of Fish House iiotel. once 
the rustic lodge of Sir William John- 
son, his majesty's great superintend- 
ent of Indian affairs. 

In a neighboring cove, Arlluir 
Pound, state historian, noted fire- 
place brick from the Godfrey Shew 
house burned in the raid of 177K l)y i 
a Lieutenant Uo;;s and his raider's 
from Canada, assisted ljy newly re- 
cruited Tories. 

The male .Shews. Mr. Pound re- 
called, were taken to Canada. Mrs. 
Shew, her two dau«lilers and a 
young son, were permitted to go to 
Jolinstown after the raiders burned 
their home. 

Sent to Boston as oxclumge pris- 
oners more than a year later, the 
Shew men, ill from small pox, 
marclied back to Nnrthampton to 
find thuir home in ruins. Then fa- 
ther and sons erected a new home 
nearby, which is still standing on 
Sacandaga trail.

Ra^cd in supporting the National 
Defense program. Through their 
ininicdiatc families, their activities 
afi'cci directly almost four million 
people, while through their friends 
and acquaintances, they may well 
infiucncc well over thirty million 
Americans. This defense is based, 
not on the adoption of new fields 
of endeavor created by the present 
emergency, but rather through put- 
ting to work, wherever the need 
presents, those activities wliich 
have always been a part of the 
pirl Scout program. Home Mak- 
ing, CliiM Care, Community Serv- 
ice, sclf-dcpcndence, and initiative 
in tlic out-of-doors, all play a real 
part in the girls' contribution 
toward national defense. 

In the Health and Safety field 
Girl Scouts have always aided in 
safety and health promotion. To- 
day sucti aid is more important 
than ever in the past, for national 
health is the very foundation of 
national preparedness. Perhaps the 
chief factor in national health is 
adequate nutrition. There can be 
no doubt that a large percentage 
of selectees found defective by 
selective service examiners were 
so because of inadequate diets. 

More than ever before, the na* 
tlon requires stamina and morale. 
'I'hc stress of modern living is not 
limited to grown-ups and members 
of the armed forces. Adolescents 
sense the implications of the world 
crisis as much as do theii parents, 
and adolescents, too, may beconu' 
victims of the nutritional disorders 
prevailing among an estimated 
forty million American adults. 

'Phc fact is that millions of our 
citiiiens arc not obtaining from 
their foods nutrients in varieties 
and qunutities essential to well 
being In a large degree, these dis- 
orders art due to vilainin and min- 
eral deficiencies. Pats, carboliy 
dratcs, and proteins have long been 
accepted as a pan of the daily diet, 
but it is in the equally important 
field o( vitamins and minerals that 
we are extending our education 
today 

Mo\y to supply and supplement 
these in order to assure the best in 
energy and protection has become 
an interesting field of study in 
nutrition for_ our Girl Scouts. In 
addition, science recognizes six 
vitamins— Vitamins A, Bl, B2, C.

and D and nicotinamide (the pel- 
lagra preventative) as essential 
factors in the human diet. 

But vitamins alone arc inade- 
quate; minerals arc also needed. 
The nutritional biochemist recog- 
nizes this acknowledged fact, and 
this recognition is reflected in 
newly-developed vitamin and min- 
eral formulas which have become 
available in recent months as 
dietary supplements for all the 
family 

In guiding more than a half mil- 
lion girls from homes in every 
section of llie nation, from families ' 
of all income levels and all creeds, 
we give attention to llie strides 
which science is making. Recent 
progress in nutritional research 
promises to contribute toward a 
licalthier and therefore happier na- 
tion. It is for this reason that 
those of us who work with young 
[leople recognize and respond to 
recent scientific achievement in the 
field of nutrition. 

In n number of states and cities, 
hcaltli departments and local Girl 
Scout troops are cooperating; girls 
arc attending classes in nutrition 
and doing everything possible to 
sl)rcad the vitally important in- 
formation thus ac<iuired. 

In line with the growing need 
foi public service, we have already 
set up Girl Scout Service Bureaus 
to meet coniinunity needs through- 
out the country. National health 
for defense is one of our chief, 
immediate concerns. But always 
we have in mind that our ultimate 
purpose is to help to build a saner, 
friendlier world.
